“Ono of the godowns belonging to the P, & 
_ 0. Company caught fire last evening about 
“half past 7 o'clock, The alarm was given 


sbout quarter to 8, and the various firo Sta~ 


tions were at once communicated with. The

OFFICE HUNTING IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


I will conclude this letter with a stato-

CHINESE EMIGRATION, 

The inhabitants of Vancouver's Island 
have, it seams, determined to follow in tho 
wake of Victorla. somo yoars ago, and 
Queensland ‘recently, by imposing a tax, of 
£8 ahead on every Chinese immigrant who 
lands in the colony. Probably this will 
have the intended effoct of shutting out 
Chinamen altogether. This queation of the 
future of Ohinesa emigration and the Eng- 
lish coloniss 1s, as wo have frequently said, 
one of considerable gravity. 
occasions it has now heen decided by our 
free-governed colonies that they have the 
right to impose what Js in effect a prohibl- 
tive poll-tax on these Asiatic immigrants, 
At is certainly difficult to justify. this action 
upon. any abstract. principles. According 
to the view which we have enforced and are 
-enforcing atill upon China, mon’ of any 
nationality have the right to trade ani 
settle within the limits of all olviliz 
countries. We. urge. that the Chines 
practice of shutting themselves up from 
the ‘‘fursign devils” is barbarous .and 
foolish, and so on. Yet we permit our 
colonists to adopt Chinaso methods in order 
‘to protect themaelves against, that very freo 
compotition in one direction that Englend 
and the colonies, too, have. been so guxious 
to obtain for themselves in snother, In 
spite, ‘nevertheless, of this apparont con- 
tradiction, he would bo a bold. man who in 


support of the free-trade theory should, 


contend that lands which have been acquir- 
ed.and are made valuable by the onergy 
and enterprise of Englishmen should be 
turned over to the unrestricted occiipation 
of an alien race, which doos not even 
permanently dettle in the country, Sooner 
or later, however, we may rely upon it, the 
Chinese will argue there. points with us ag 
wollas with the Americana, 


PUNEKABS IN BARRAOKS, 

With the view of obtaining practical 
opinion on this subject, committees 
were formed at each station in the Ben: 
gal Presidency, generally consisting of 
officers of the troops,for whose benefit 
the question was rateed, ond ‘an officer of 
the Koyal Engineers, In many. cases the 
committee reported the existing system of 
working punkabs to be quite satisfactory, 
The olief fault found by the committees lay 
in the connection of the punkaba by roper; 
“ whiob,” to quote one report, ‘are liablo 
to slacken, and cause loss of power in tho 


forward awing ; and for want of rigid con-. 


‘nection the impetua which would be con- 
veyed by the height of the forward to the 
backward punkuhs vf each train ia quite 
lost iu the backward swing.” To remedy 


q {this it was proposed to substitute bara of 


wood for the ropes, and this has beon 
carried out in many barracks; yet this was 
no sooner carried out in accordance with 
the recommendations of the Committee at 
the Dalhousie Barrack in Fort William 
than, although the punkahs rigidly’ con. 
nected worked-with a aleady swing, tho 
men did ‘not appear to like it so. much as 
the old jerking motion, ‘‘ They appear to 
think,” the report says, ‘that the sudden 
jerk the punkahs got when connected with 
rope, disturbs the air better than the steady 
swing of those connected with bara, and 
the Superintending Enginoer remarks that 
rigid conneation while eoonomising labour 
is open to the objection of want of jerk.” 
‘On the other hand, the Morar Committee 
‘objected to the jorking action, asking for a 
steady awing. Wuring tho present season 
experiments are to be made with a moveable 
frame from which punkahs will be suapend- 
od, which is expected to give considerable 
circulation of ‘air with economy of labour. 
The presont number of punksh pullers in 
the Bengal Presidency alone amounts to 
about 18,000 mon (according to.an abstract 
sent in by the Quartermaster-General), and 
the estimated cost for punkah pulling In 
the budget ia Ra. 3,50,000 for the season. - 


AN AUTOMATIC WINDMILL PUMP. 
The Bombay Gazette gives the following 
description of. an Automatle Windmill 
Pamp, which ,may be deserving the atten- 
tion of the authorities here with a view to 
its introduction into Perak and other Native 
States for irrigation with tin mining :—- 


“ Wo gave in January last an interesting. 


dgsoription of the Hartford automatio wind- 
mill pump, and we now learn that one of 
theae pumps has been most successfully 
employed by MrA, Stormant, the Superin- 
tendent of the Government Farm at 
Bhadgaon, In his report for last“year this 
gentleman days that the pump was worked 
‘with considerable success.’ ~The wind- 
mill is erected on the bank of 8 ntllah in 
whioh the automatic pump is submerged at 
a distance of about 60 feat, The water is 
discharged over a high bank in another 
direction, The whole thing wan put up by 
the farm apprentloes and works amouthly 
and. evenly. * * With the, windmills 
going 8! revolutions per minute wo got a 
flow of 400 gallons por hour.’ Another of 
these.pumps has been worklog at Trimul- 
gherry.in the Madras Presidency, and the 
Executive Engineer in charge of it reported 
that ‘working withastrong breess, deli- 
vor almost exactly one cubic foot per minute 
raized 414 feat bigh, This in nominal horse 
power of 88,00v foot pounds per minute 
equals about 1-12th horsa power,’ The 
pump seems to be a yoluable contrivance, 
readily adaptable in agricultural distriots in 
liow of tho.slower and more espensive pro- 
tens of raising trator by the aid of bullocks, 
and vo should fancy that the purchase of 
one of these pumps trould quickly give the 
buyor a profitable retura,
